The 
plaintiffs’: steamship the Yuen Sang. was 
betthed in the harbour nlongside the bulk- 
hend; between piers 3 and 3, and the s.s. 
Montrose was berthed. alongside pier No, 
3. Both’ ships arrived iin harbour the 
previous day when No. 1 typhoon signal 
was flying. In consequence of this tignal 
the Yuen Sang kept up steam, but the 
Montrose did not. On the following day 
the No, 4 signal went up, indicating that 
the typhoon was dangerous, though the 
danger was vot imminent. Tt also ordered 
yessels to strengthen moorings and gst 
ready to use engines. The wind increased 
and the Yuen Sang left her berth to seek 
shelter elsewhere: the UWontrose got adrift 
in the gale and tho collision occured. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the IMostrose 


waa negligent in not having steam or in|.
